Court  Upholds  Management 
Function  in  New  York  Division 


This  bill  was  one  of  the  measures  recom¬ 
mended  by  me  in  my  annual  message  to  the 
Legislature.  It  authorizes  the  Public  Service 
Commission  to  fix  gas  and  electric  rates  upon 
a  sliding-scale  basis  which  provides  for  the 
automatic  adjustment  of  rates  in  relation  to 
current  changes  in  operating  expenses. 

The  sliding  scale  plan  originated  in  Eng¬ 
land  nearly  a  century  ago  and  has  been 
adopted  in  a  somewhat  modified  form  in 
several  cities  of  the  United  States  and 
Canada.  In  1910  the  idea  was  recognized 
by  an  amendment  to  the  Public  Service 
Commissions  Law,  but  that  amendment  pro 
vided  for  an  automatic  relation  between 
rates  for  service  and  dividends  paid,  this 
being  the  form  which  had  been  used  in 
England  and  to  some  extent  in  Massachu¬ 
setts.  Experience  has  shown  that  this  rela 
tionship  is  difficult  of  application  for  various 
reasons,  and  it  is  believed  that  in  view  of 
the  decisions  of  our  courts  a  plan  providing 
for  an  automatic  adjustment  of  rates  in 
relation  to  “fair  value”  will  be  possible  of 
more  general  application.  In  any  event,  the 
commission  should  have  authority  to  apply 
the  system  in  New  York  State,  If  it  proves 
to  he  workable,  it  should  prevent  to  a  con¬ 
siderable  extent  the  long  delays  involved  in 
rate  cases  and  the  large  expense  which  they 
have  involved.  The  bill  is  approved.

failure  by  the  Legislature  to  adopt  the 
statute  indicates  a  legislative  intent  not  to 
grant  the  broad  powers  which  the  commis¬ 
sion  here  seeks  to  exercise. 

The  straight-line  method  of  computing 
depreciation  has  been  disapproved  by  the 
Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States.  The 
Legislature  has  not  granted  the  commission 
power  to  hx  the  method  of  setting  up  depre¬ 
ciation  reserves.  The  order  in  this  regard  is 
ultra  vires. 

The  commission  may  employ  engineers,  ac¬ 
countants  and  investigators  at  the  expense  of 
the  utility  corporation,  require  the  company 
to  pay  from  its  funds  the  expenses,  and  if 
this  account  and  the  instructions  are  to  be 
followed,  the  amount  paid  goes  into  a  sus¬ 
pense  account  and  may  not  be  charged  to 
operating  expenses  until  such  a  time  as  the 
commission  may  direct.  The  company’s  own 
expenses  in  connection  with  these  investiga¬ 
tions  likewise  goes  into  this  suspense  account 
and  are  not  charged  to  operating  expenses 
until  permission  is  obtained  from  the  com¬ 
mission.  Such  power  is  not  granted  to  the 
commission  by  subdivision  4  of  section  66. 

It  is  an  unwarranted  assumption  of  authority. 

If  the  Legislature  had  granted  such  power, 
a  serious  question  as  to  its  constitutionality 
would  arise,  as  these  expenses  should  not  be 
paid  from  a  capital  account.

of  the  Supreme  Court  (New  York),  Ap¬ 
pellate  Division,  which  reminded  the 
New  York  Public  Service  Commission 
that  its  powers  are  only  regulatory  and 
cannot  be  utilized  to  manage  38  New 
York  utility  companies. 

Hailed  as  “a  ray  of  light”  and  “a 
far-reaching  decision”  by  metropolitan 
dailies,  the  decision  upset  efforts  of  the 
commission  to  impose  straight-line  de¬ 
preciation  policies  and  to  force  drastic 
balance-sheet  alterations  on  the  compa¬ 
nies. 

High  spots  of  the  decision  reported 
last  week  (Electrical  World,  page 
130 1  may  now  be  amplified  by  extracts, 
given  below,  from  the  decision.  Cita¬ 
tions  and  references  are  omitted. 


The  Legislature  granted  to  the  commission 
power  to  prescribe  uniform  methods  of  keep¬ 
ing  accounts,  records  and  books.  The  statute 
does  not  authorize  the  commission  to  pre¬ 
scribe  uniform  methods  of  management  of 
the  business  of  privately  owned  corporations. 

The  power  vested  in  the  commission  to 
prescribe  uniform  methods  of  keeping  ac¬ 
counts  and  records  does  not  include  the 
power  to  compel  a  corporation  to  write  off 
from  its  book  value  a  loss  which  it  has  not 
sustained,  or  to  give  up  a  part  of  its  constitu¬ 
tional  rights. 

No  proof  was  offered  by  the  commission  as 
to  the  reason  or  necessity  for  the  require¬ 
ment  that  a  part  of  the  purchase  price  of 
many  items  of  property  should  be  transferred 
from  the  fixed  capital  account  to  a  suspense 
account  from  which  they  were  to  be  charged 
off  when  directed  by  the  commission.  The 
only  persuasive  argument  advanced  by  coun¬ 
sel  for  the  commission  as  to  the  necessity 
for  the  rule  was  that  property  purchased  by 
operating  or  subsidiary  companies  had  been 
resold  to  the  holding  or  parent  company  at 
an  increased  price,  and  this  increased  and 
inflated  price  placed  in  the  fixed  capital  ac¬ 
count  of  the  holding  or  parent  company. 
The^  commission  already  had  control  of  en¬ 
tries  reflecting  these  wash  sales,  and  the 
authority  to  require  their  elimination  from  a 
fixed  capital  account. 

Many  of  the  fixed  capital  accounts  ordered 
to  be  redistributed  contain  entries  reflecting 
purchases  from  predecessor  utilities  that 
were  approved  by  the  commission  and  other 
entries  concerning  consolidation  and  pur¬ 
chases  which  have  been  approved  by  courts, 
including  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United 
States.  These  entries  are  not  made  upon  the 
basis  of  “original  cost”  as  the  commission 
now  seeks  to  define  it.  Financing  has  been 
carried  on  and  transactions  made  on  the 
basis  of  these  figures  as  to  fixed  capital.  A 
requirement  that  a  part  now  be  charged  f>ff 
is  confiscatory. 

The  brief  of  counsel  calls  attention  to  the 
refusal  of  the  Legislature  in  both  19.30  and 
1931  to  enact  a  statute  granting  the  power 
now  sought  to  be  exercised  by  the  commis¬ 
sion  under  subdivision  4  of  section  6f).  The

Bernard  Mahon,  F.R.U.  attorney,  in- 
foniied  the  commission  that  the  co-op¬ 
erative  had  let  contracts  for  the  construc¬ 
tion  work.

Other  agricultural  representatives  in 
the  group  include  L.  E.  Long  of  Weyers 
Cave,  representing  the  Virginia  Farm 
Bureau  Federation;  J.  H.  Rogers  of  Big 
Island,  of  the  state  grange;  G.  W.  Lay¬ 
man  of  Newcastle,  of  the  agricultural 
conference  board,  and  C.  E.  Sietz  of  Vir¬ 
ginia  Polytechnic  Institute.  The  power 
company  representatives  are  L.  F.  Riegel, 
Virginia  Electric  &  Power  Company;  W. 
1.  Whitfield,  Appalachian  Electric  & 
Power  Company,  and  F.  D.  Peebles, 
Virginia  Public  Service  Company. 


The  country  is  gradually  beginning  to 
realize  that  the  low  electric  rates  charged 
in  the  limited  area  in  which  the  T.V.A. 
is  operating  are  made  possible  only  by 
additional  taxes  paid  by  people  in  all 
parts  of  tbe  country,  Wendell  L.  Will- 
kie,  president  Commonwealth  &  South¬ 
ern  Corporation,  states  in  the  annual 
report  of  the  corporation  to  its  stock¬ 
holders,  made  public  last  week.  “When¬ 
ever  a  citizen  of  Tupelo,  Miss.,  turns  on 
the  electric  switch  everybody  in  the 
United  States  helps  pay  his  electric  bill. 
This  extraordinary  situation  becomes  the 
more  difficult  to  understand  when  it  is 
realized  that  our  operating  companies  in 
that  area  could  lower  their  rates  at  least 
2.S  per  cent  below  the  T.V.A.  rates  if  they 
were  given  the  same  gifts  from  the  fed¬ 
eral  Treasury  as  are  given  to  the  Ten¬ 
nessee  Valley  Authority,”  it  is  said. 

"The  Tennessee  Valley  Authority  has 
faced  a  rising  opposition  of  security 
holders  and  taxpayers  against  this  waste 
of  public  money,”  the  report  states.  “It 
has  recently  changed  the  nature  of  its 
publicity  and  is  attempting  to  create  the 
illusion  that  the  Tennessee  Valley  Au¬ 
thority  is  primarily  a  flood  control  and 


navigation  project.  Its  activities,  how¬ 
ever,  remain  unchanged.  It  is  and,  un¬ 
less  its  jurisdiction  is  limited,  will  con¬ 
tinue  to  be  primarily  engaged  in  the 
electric  utility  business,  and  be  an  in¬ 
calculable  menace  to  the  privately  owned 
utility  companies  within  transmission  dis¬ 
tance  of  its  power  plants.  The  naviga¬ 
tion  and  flood  control  publicity  is  merely 
the  constitutional  excuse  for  the  power 
program. 

“The  inevitable  result,  not  alone  in  the 
Tennessee  Valley  Authority  area,  but  in 
other  areas  where  similar  federal  gov¬ 
ernment  projects  are  being  constructed, 
will  be  the  gradual  disintegration  of 
privately  owned  American  electric  power 
industry  unless  Congress  definitely  and 
specifically  defines  the  limit  of  the  gov¬ 
ernment’s  operation  or  unless  the  Su¬ 
preme  Court  of  the  United  States  finds 
such  power  program  unconstitutional.” 

The  report  points  out  that  the  Com¬ 
monwealth  &  Southern  companies,  which 
operate  in  the  eleven  states  of  Illinois. 
Michigan,  Ohio,  Indiana,  Pennsylvania. 
South  Carolina,  Tennessee,  Georgia,  Ala¬ 
bama,  Mississippi  and  Florida,  adopted 
a  policy  of  progressively  declining  pro¬ 
motional  rates  “years  prior  to  the  exist¬ 
ence  of  the  Tennessee  Valley  Authority. 
As  a  result  their  customers  are  among 
the  highest  average  users  of  residential 
electric  service  at  rates  which  are  among 
the  lowest  in  the  country,  regardless  of 
the  size  of  the  community  served.” 

The  report  discusses  several  points  of 
particular  significance  in  connection  with 
its  increased  sales  of  appliances.  The 
northern  companies  had  an  increase  of 
61  per  cent  in  appliance  sales  during 
1935,  while  the  southern  conipanies  had 
an  increase  of  only  26  per  cent,  thus 
showing,  according  to  the  report,  “the 
fallacy  of  the  statement,  frequently 
made,  that  the  highly  subsidized  Ten¬ 
nessee  Valley  Authority  program  has 
produced  an  unusual  increase  in  the  sale 
of  electrical  appliances  in  the  area  under 
the  competitive  threat  of  the  authority.” 

Bonneville  Bill 
to  Be  Opposed 

That  the  recently  introduced  bill  for 
the  disposition  of  power  from  the  Bonne¬ 
ville  project,  which  also  establishes  a 
policy  to  apply  to  other  federally  owned 
plants,  will  not  be  unopposed  is  indi¬ 
cated  by  an  announcement  by  Senator 
Pope  of  Idaho  to  the  effect  that  a  group 
of  Senators  will  fight  its  passage  as 
drawn.  Their  objection  is  based  on  the 
belief  that  rates  for  electricity  woubl 
increase  in  proportion  to  the  distance

America  which  would  swap  dam  sites  for 
power  and  rifts  in  T.V.A.  management 
come  further  reports  that  attempts  will 
be  made  by  T.V.A.  to  dispose  of  other 
large  blocks  of  power. 

The  more  realistic  approach  to  power 
problems  by  government  officials,  pre¬ 
dicted  in  Electrical  W'orld  two  weeks 
ago,  seems  to  be  taking  shape.  What 
good  is  the  more  abundant  life  if  we 
can’t  keep  up  the  payments  is  being 
translated  into  a  somewhat  more  matter- 
of-fact  appraisal  of  the  power  problem 
undertaken  by  the  government.  The 
fact  that  three  governmental  bodies  are 
now  seeking  a  market  for  power  to  be 
developed  from  government  dams  in  the 
Northwest  is  a  restraining  influence  and 
led  to  the  formation  of  a  new  committee 
to  clarify  general  power  policies. 

The  increasing  disposition  of  state 
commissions  to  retain  control  over  intra¬ 
state  power  functions  is  causing  inter¬ 
state  developments  to  appear  surer  and 
safer  in  federal  eyes. 

Of  course,  the  T.V.A,  has  just  won 
the  right  to  proceed  with  construction 
of  transmission  lines  into  Georgia,  de¬ 
spite  the  protests  of  the  Georgia  Power 
Company,  according  to  a  ruling  by  Fed¬ 
eral  Judge  Samuel  H.  Sibley  of  Atlanta, 
Ga.  However,  the  court  deferred  a  de¬ 
cision  on  other  points  in  the  case  brought 
by  the  Georgia  Power  Company,  which 
challenged  the  right  of  the  T.V.A.  to  do 
business  in  Georgia  and  alleging  there 
was  a  conspiracy.  The  case  was  first 
tiled  in  the  state  courts  and  sought  to 
prevent  the  T.V.A.  from  crossing  lines 
of  the  utilities  company. 

But  even  the  safety  of  interstate  proj¬ 
ects  is  threatened  unless  some  way  can 
be  found  to  have  the  federal  power  proj¬ 
ects  bring  in  some  money.  Dams  cost 
money.  Christening  them  “yardsticks” 
cannot  obscure  forever  the  fact  that  they 
must  bring  in  money  in  sizable  amounts 
or  run  the  risk  of  becoming  as  useless 
as  the  pyramids  in  Egypt. 

Large  customers  sought 

That  these  stubliorn  facts  must  be 
faced  by  governments  no  less  than  by 
utility  companies  is  evidenced  by  reports 
that  T.V.A.  needs  some  large  customers. 


Those  bearded  mountaineers  pictured 
lolling  outside  tumbledown  shacks  wait¬ 
ing  for  electric  ranges  and  books  on 
modern  cookery  may  not  be  as  anxious 
to  cook  and  bathe  as  was  once  thought. 
Whatever  the  reason,  observers  in  the 
heart  of  the  T.V.A.  area  report  increas¬ 
ing  efforts  to  dispose  of  larger  blocks  of 
power. 

The  Aluminum  Company  of  America 
announcement  inferred  that  T.V.A.  would 
take  over  the  company’.s  site  for  the  pro¬ 
posed  Fontana  dam  on  the  little  Ten¬ 
nessee  River  and  pay  the  firm  off  by  sell¬ 
ing  it  a  million  dollars  worth  of  powei 
annually. 

Local  sources  in  T.V.A.  areas  now  re¬ 
port  that  T.V.A.  may  make  a  deal  with 
the  Monsanto  Chemical  Company  where¬ 
by  the  company  will  buy  T.V.A.  power 
to  make  phosphoric  acid  in  a  new  plant 
in  the  Tennessee  phosphate  fields.  No 
rates  for  power  have  been  forthcoming, 
but  it  is  important  to  note  that  appar¬ 
ently  Monsanto  would  scrap  its  Anniston, 
Alabama,  plant  and  move  off  Alabama 
Power  lines. 

A  number  of  concerns  are  said  to  be 
willing  to  buy  T.V.A.  power,  but  report^ 
are  that  the  concerns  want  government 
financing,  which  is  going  a  long  way  tn 
get  a  power  customer. 

“Incidental  power”  receives  a  new 
definition  if  the  above  program  is  fol¬ 
lowed  by  T.V.A.,  but  observers  are  of 
the  opinion  that  legal  action  would  not 
be  utilized  to  halt  the  sale  of  T.V.A. 
power  to  large  customers. 

The  foregoing  surmises  throw  a  new 
light  on  the  strained  relations  generallv 
felt  to  be  existing  between  T.V.A.  Chair¬ 
man  A.  E.  Morgan  and  David  E.  Lilien- 
thal. 

Chairman  Morgan’s  performance  in 
the  T.V.A.  has  embellished  his  previou- 
record  for  constructive  sound  adminis¬ 
tration.  As  an  outstanding  authority  on 
water  conservation,  flood  prevention,  en¬ 
gineering  and  construction  organization 
he  has  played  an  important  role  in  the 
development  of  the  only  function  of 
T.V.A.  yet  found  to  be  constitutional 
Widespread  reports  that  he  would  re¬ 
sign  were  Lilienthal  reappointed  were 
allayed  after  numerous  conferences  held 
at  the  White  House.  Only  time  will 
tell  whether  efforts  will  be  continued  to 
make  a  fairly  practical  two-foot  rule  out 
of  what  was  formerly  termed  a  yardstick, 
or  whether  the  entire  venture  will  go  th^ 
w'ay  usually  dictated  by  political  expedi¬ 
ency. 
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P.W.A.  Difficulties  Increase 


Unfriendly  congressional  winds  and 
chilling  Administration  support  are  ap¬ 
parently  forcing  Public  Works  Adminis¬ 
trator  Harold  L.  Ickes  to  seek  the  near¬ 
est  available  shelter. 

Three  weeks  ago  it  was  reported  that 
further  P.W.A.  subsidies  for  power  plant 
competition  with  the  utility  industry 
might  cease  because  the  House  had 
failed  to  earmark  funds  for  P.W.A.  use 
from  the  $1,425,000,000  work  relief  ap¬ 
propriation  (Electrical  World,  May 
16,  page  4). 

Two  weeks  ago  the  Administrator 
hinted  that  power  applications  submitted 
to  P.W.A.  asking  for  a  loan  of  55  per 
cent  and  a  gift  of  45  per  cent  were 
sabotaged  right  in  the  Administrator’s 
own  organization. 

Last  week  it  was  announced  that  ail 
of  the  $1,425,000,000  would  go  to 
W.P.A.,  but  that  certain  amounts  would 
be  shuffled  over  to  P.W.A.  from  Harry 
Hopkins’  W.P.A.  The  tension  which  re¬ 
sulted  from  news  of  this  vague  plan  ap¬ 
peared  plainly  in  the  subsequent  will¬ 
ingness  of  the  Administrator  to  allow 
his  fixed  $250,000,000  revolving  fund, 
formerly  held  to  be  just  that,  to  be  dis¬ 
sipated  within  a  year  by  giving  it  away 
for  various  and  sundry  public  works 
projects. 

The  significance  of  such  a  course  be¬ 
comes  of  striking  importance  when  it  is 
recalled  that  Administrator  Ickes  has  let 
the  chips  fall  where  they  may  in  his 
efforts  to  conduct  a  business-ike  bureau 
at  Washington. 

From  his  disposition,  however,  to  dis¬ 
sipate  P.W.A.’s  “working  capital,”  the 
Administrator  has  proceeded  to  the  an¬ 
nouncement  that  3,428  projects  can  be 
completed  this  year.  The  total  cost  of 


such  projects  is,  naturally,  the  present 
revolving  fund  of  about  $^0,000,000  di¬ 
vided  by  45  per  cent,  or  approximately 
$777,000,000. 

Last  week,  also.  Administrator  Ickes 
insisted  that  unless  $61,000,000  was  ap¬ 
propriated  for  “reclamation  service” 
Grand  Coulee  Dam  in  Washington,  the 
Central  Valley  project  in  California  and 
other  “reclamation  undertakings”  must 
halt.  Unofficially,  government  repre¬ 
sentatives  stated  that  the  $56,000,000 
Nebraska  “little  T.V.A.”  would  be 
dropped,  but  subsequently  it  was  learned 
that  instead  sponsors  of  the  project  only 
wished  to  disband  their  joint  arrange¬ 
ment. 

Hartford  Signs 
With  E.H.F.A. 

Federal  co-operation  in  the  financing 
of  electrical  appliance  sales  in  the  terri¬ 
tory  of  the  Hartford  Electric  Light  Com¬ 
pany,  Hartford,  Conn.,  is  provided  for 
in  a  contract  between  the  company  and 
the  Electric  Home  and  Farm  Authority, 
announced  last  week. 

This  is  the  first  contract  to  be  signed 
with  a  utility  corporation  by  E.H.F.A. 
since  its  expansion  last  August  to  na¬ 
tional  proportions. 

The  importance  of  the  rate  levels  an¬ 
nounced  by  the  Electric  Home  and  Farm 
Authority  lies,  for  Chairman  Ferguson, 
in  the  fact  that  they  recognize — as  the 
T.V.A.  rates  do  not — that  low  prices  for 
small  usage  are  unsound  economically.

Power  Commissioii 
Issues  New  Order 

The  Federal  Power  Commission  an¬ 
nounces  adoption  of  Order  No.  41,  which 
prescribes  a  rule  governing  applications 
to  hold  positions  as  officers  or  directors 
under  Section  305(b)  of  the  Federal 
Power  Act,  and  which  rescinds  Orders 
Nos.  32  and  33,  previously  effective 
under  this  section  of  the  act. 

The  order  defines  officers  and  direc¬ 
tors  as  persons  elected  or  appointed  to 
perform  the  duties  or  functions  ordi¬ 
narily  performed  by  a  director,  presi¬ 
dent,  vice-president,  secretary,  treasurer, 
comptroller,  chief  purchasing  agent  or 
officer  or  other  person  invested  with 
executive  authority  in  any  company  com¬ 
ing  within  the  purview  of  Section  305(b) 
of  the  Federal  Power  Act,  and  requires, 
among  other  things,  a  statement  by  ap¬ 
plicant  as  to  whether  or  not  public  utili¬ 
ties  in  which  authority  is  sought  to  hold 
positions,  own  or  operate  facilities  for 
the  transmission  of  electric  energy 
across  state  lines  or  for  the  wholesale 
sale  of  electric  energy  in  interstate  com¬ 
merce,  or  are  otherwise  physically  inter¬ 
connected  with  electric  companies  so 
engaged. 

The  order  also  directs  the  filing  by  an 
applicant  of  the  name  and  address  of 
every  bank,  trust  company,  banking  as- 
leaving  that  to  be  governed  by  the  costs 
as  variously  affected  by  local  conditions. 

It  is  important  to  note  in  the  ultimate 
level  that  such  amount  of  large  use  cur¬ 
rent  as  has  specified  for  it  a  price  of  1 
cent  per  kilowatt-hour  is  accompanied 
with  an  explanatory  note  that  this  is 
intended  for  storage  water  heating  use 
or  other  off-peak  consumption.  This  is 
an  important  contrast  to  the  unrestricted 
1  cent  portion  of  the  T.V.A.  schedule.

Chattanooga  Offers 
to  Purchase  System 

The  Chattanooga  Public  Power  Board 
has  again  offered  to  purchase  the  distri¬ 
bution  system  at  Chattanooga,  Tenn. 
The  offer  was  made  in  a  letter  to  Wen¬ 
dell  Willkie,  president  of  Commonwealth 
&  Southern.  It  was  pointed  out  in  the 
letter  that  it  would  be  uneconomical  to 
have  two  distribution  systems,  one  to  be 
operated  by  the  Tennessee  Electric 
Power  Company  and  the  other  by  the 
municipal  system. 
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Output  Continues  Unusual  Gain 
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Contrary  to  the  usual  movement  in 
spring,  central  station  energy  output 
continues  the  rising  trend  which  has  been 
in  progress  during  the  past  few  months. 
While  production  during  the  week  ended 
May  23,  amounting  to  1,954.830,000 
kw.-hr.  according  to  the  Edison  Electric 
Institute,  registered  a  slight  decline  com¬ 
pared  with  the  preceding  week,  it  sur¬ 
passed  that  of  every  other  week  since  the 
beginning  of  February  and  ran  15.3  per 
cent  ahead  of  the  figure  for  the  like 
week  a  year  ago. 

The  gain  over  1935  continues  to  widen. 


For  the  four  full  weeks  in  March  it 
averaged  9.2  per  cent,  for  April  13.3  and 
for  the  first  three  full  weeks  in  May  15.1 
per  cent.  The  present  condition  is  vir¬ 
tually  without  precedent  in  records

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Appliance  Sales 
Gain,  Says  Lewis 

Substantial  increases  in  sales  of  appli¬ 
ances  and  in  the  use  of  electricity  have 
been  noted  in  the  first  three  months  of 
the  year,  according  to  Lewis  A.  Lewis, 
assistant  general  manager  in  charge  of 
sales  for  the  Washington  Water  Power 
Company,  Spokane,  who  attributes  the 
increases  to  the  rate  reduction  made  last 
August  and  to  the  co-operation  of  elec¬ 
trical  dealers  throughout  the  territory. 

Total  sales  of  appliances  by  dealers 
and  by  the  company  from  January  1  to 
April  1  amount  to  21,534  units.  The 
increase  in  kilowatt-hour  consumption  by 
residential  customers  so  far  this  year  is 
at  the  rate  of  120  kw.-hr.  per  year.

An  expansion  program  calling  for  the 
erection  of  a  two-story  brick  building, 
200x180  ft.,  at  a  cost  of  approximately 
$150,000,  has  been  prepared  by  the  Line 
Material  Company,  South  Milwaukee, 
Wis.,  to  house  its  transformer  depart¬ 
ment.  Erection  of  the  new  addition 
hinges  upon  the  company’s  request  to 
the  City  Council  to  build  across  a  dead¬ 
end  street.  Rapid  expansion  of  rural 
electric  lines  and  the  general  uptrend  in 
business  being  experienced  by  utilities 
has  greatly  increased  demands  for  trans¬ 
formers. 

Servel  Earns  77  Cents 

For  the  quarter  ended  April  30 
Servel,  Inc.,  and  subsidiaries  reported 
last  week  a  net  profit  of  $1,381,581  after 
depreciation,  bond  interest,  federal  taxes 
and  other  charges.

Field  Reports  on  Business 

Reports  to  Electrical  World  from  the  field  indicate  that  business  has 
not  quite  been  able  to  maintain  the  firm  front  presented  for  the  last  feu 
weeks — that  the  influences  which  work  for  seasoned  recession  are  now 
gaining  fust  a  little  ground.  Nevertheless,  reports  from  most  lines  of 
business  are  more  optimistic  than  at  any  time  since  1930  and  the  rush  to 
adjourn  Congress  pleases  all  industrial  leaders. 


PACIFIC  COAST 

.May  business  is  being  analyzed  and  fol¬ 
lowed  closely,  not  only  because  of  important 
price  policy  changes  effective  in  midmonth 
but  also  because  of  the  belief  that  a  good 
.May.  following  an  excellent  March  and 
April,  insures  a  good  year.  However,  May 
is  apparently  shading  a  little  below  April 
pending  final  returns.  Order  values  are  still 
shrinking  because  of  sharp  cuts  in  maximum 
quantities  necessary  for  minimum  prices, 
though  manufacturers’  markets  in  wire  and 
conduit  lines,  chiefly  affected,  have  not 
altered. 

Lumber  production  continues  to  increase, 
with  excellent  conditions  prevailing  in  pro¬ 
duction  districts.  Air  and  water  heater 
manufacturers  report  their  finest  season  just 
past,  though  increased  volume  is  due  rather 
to  extension  of  their  markets  into  eastern 
and  central  areas  than  to  intensive  selling 
efforts  in  the  local  area.  However,  the 
spread  of  all-electric  standards  in  schools 
and  small  public  buildings  and  the  F.H.A. 
drive  have  been  important  factors,  while  the 
suggestion  to  utilize  new  energy  sources 
soon  to  be  available  for  residence  heating 
in  northwest  and  southwest  territory  insures 
an  even  more  astonishing  19.36-.37  season. 

!NE\I  ENGLAND 

Orders  for  electrical  equipment  are  spread 
over  a  wide  range  as  reported  in  this  dis¬ 
trict,  presenting  a  steady,  encouraging  trend 
in  sales.  Motor  orders  are  being  received 
by  prominent  manufacturers  in  good  vol¬ 
ume  and  switch  and  control  apparatus  con¬ 
tinue  to  mark  a  similar  steady  level.  Out¬ 
standing  in  interest  is  considerable  activity 
in  air  conditioning,  which  to  May  1  amounts 
to  1,000  hp.  in  installations  in  the  Boston 
area;  about  200  hp.  more  is  in  prospect  for 
the  current  month,  with  units  for  res¬ 
taurants  and  general  commercial  use  leading. 

.Special  electrical  equipment,  such  as  arc 
welders,  is  attracting  attention,  and  one 
prominent  technical  institute  plans  to  add 
a  150-amp.  unit  soon  in  preparation  for  fall 
courses  in  demonstration  of  arc  welding. 
Electric  range  sales  are  encouraging;  one 
eastern  Massachusetts  city  bought  ten;  re¬ 
frigerating  units  are  selling  well,  with  Ver¬ 
mont  going  strong  at  176  units  for  the  past 
week,  which  is  double  that  of  a  year  ago. 

Industrially,  New  England  shows  little 
sign  of  slackening.  The  Pennsylvania  Rail¬ 
road  has  placed  orders  for  59  air-condition¬ 
ing  units  for  passenger  coaches  with  ihe 


B.  F.  Sturtevant  Company.  The  Hamilton 
Propeller  Company,  United  Aircraft  subsid¬ 
iary,  will  build  a  400x256-ft.  factory,  to  be 
fully  equipped  electrically,  at  E^st  Hartford. 

The  Blackstone  Valley  Gas  &  Elec¬ 
tric  Company  is  establishing  a  new  general 
office  at  Pawtucket,  R.  1. 

,  NEW  YORK 

Modest  recessions  marked  most  lines  of 
business  this  week,  but  declines  in  general 
were  so  small  that  they  scarcely  equalled 
the  seasonal  dips  normal  at  this  time  of 
the  year.  There  was,  nevertheless,  a  taper¬ 
ing  off  which  had  been  firmly  resisted  in 
previous  weeks — automobile  production  was 
substantially  reduced  and  steel  outptit 
edged  lower. 

The  steadiness  of  recent  busines.s.  how¬ 
ever,  is  finding  good  reflection  in  current 
carloadings — successive  new  highs  for  1935 
are  being  scored  in  the  weekly  reports — as 
well  as  in  very  satisfactory  .\pril  operating 
figures  for  the  Eastern  carriers.  Higher 
prices  in  the  steel  trade  also  have  had  a 
beneficial  effect,  even  though  they  no  more 
than  offset  unsettlement  which  has  cropped 
out  in  some  other  directions. 

Washington’s  contributions  continue  less 
destructive  to  business  equanimity  than  two 
or  three  weeks  ago.  Many  bills  will  be 
lost  in  the  rush  to  adjourn,  and  the  tax 
bill  will  probably  pass  in  vastly  more  ac¬ 
ceptable  form  than  originally  contemplated. 

CHICAGO 

Although  some  curtailment  has  been  in¬ 
dicated  in  several  lines,  business  went 
through  another  week  of  firmness,  holding 
strongly  against  seasonal  declines.  Retail 
trade  advanced  further  and  is  running  15 
to  25  per  cent  above  1935.  Industrial  activ¬ 
ity  maintained  the  firm  position  it  has  shown 
during  recent  weeks.  Power  output  and  car- 
loadings  registered  gains  over  the  preceding 
week.

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Decision  Reserved 
in  Associated  Case 

Decision  was  reserved  this  week  by 
the  United  States  Circuit  Court  of  Ap¬ 
peal  on  a  motion  by  Charles  M.  Travis, 
representing  the  Associated  Gas  &  Elec¬ 
tric  ('ompany,  for  dismissal  of  the  re¬ 
organization  proceedings  instituted  in 
1934.  “The  corporation  has  never  de¬ 
faulted  its  obligations,”  Mr.  Travis  said. 
“It  is  s(dvent.  Furthermore,  it  is  now 
two  years  since  the  petitioners  instituted 
these  proceedings  and  it  has  l)een  defi¬ 
nitely  and  absolutely  demonstrated  that 
they  are  not  needed.” 

Jack  L.  Kraus,  3d,  appearing  for  the 
petitioners,  denied  Mr.  Travis’  state¬ 
ment,  declaring  that  Associated  was  “so 
hopelessly  insolvent  that  it  is  pathetic.” 

Protests  that  a  Senate  amendment 
making  retroactive  the  House  bill  pro¬ 
viding  that  those  seeking  to  force  a  cor¬ 
poration  into  bankruptcy  under  Section 
77B  of  the  Federal  Bankruptcy  Law 
must  represent  at  least  5  per  cent  of  the 
outstanding  indebtedness  would  have  the 
effect  of  voiding  the  court  proceedings 
against  Associated  caused  the  Senate  to 
recall  the  bill  from  the  House  with  a 
view  to  reconsidering  the  vote  by  which 
it  was  passed.
